President’s  Report 

1926  - 1927 

Feeling  that  we  are  privileged  in  being  the  custodians  of  a torch 
of  high  endeavor,  handed  down  to  us  by  the  band  of  Christian  women 
who  nearly  thirty  years  ago  started  the  movement  which  has  eventuated 
in  Warren  General  Hospital,  we  consider  it  proper  that  each  recurring- 
annual  meeting  should  include  recognition  of  their  vision,  courage, 
faith,  self-sacrifice  and  devotion,  therefore,  it  is  most  fitting  that  our 
report  of  the  year  past  should  begin  with  a tribute  of  love  and  respect 
to  these  to  whom  we  owe  the  privilege  and  the  pleasure  of  this  belo'.  ed 
work.  Again  we  would  express  gratitude  and  pleasure  that  one  of  these 
founders  is  still  with  ns,  Mrs.  Louise  Schimmelfeng,  in  whom  we  have 
an  active  and  interested  meniber. 

During  the  year  your  directors  have  held  the  regular  and  ele\  en 
special  meetings,  together  with  innumerable  committee  meetings,  finding- 
need  for  every  bit  of  ability,  of  knowledge,  of  experience,  of  strength 
they  could  command  in  carrying  on  your  Hospital.  The  details  of  this 
effort  are  of  interest  to  them,  but  you,  n-iembers  of  the  Corporation,  are 
more  concerned  in  the  results,  a few  of  w'hich  we  will  try  to  outline  here. 

In  a very  real  sense  the  work  of  the  year  is  largely  due  to  the  per- 
sonnel and  therefore  that  should  have  our  first  consideration.  At  your 
1926  Annual  Meeting  you  elected  Drs.  Ball,  Africa,  Haines,  Schuler  and 
Brown  as  the  kledical  Board,  and  wdth  a gratifying  disregard  of  the 
precedents  of  former  years  they  have,  during  the  year,  held  regular 
meetings  and  made  w'ntten  reports  to  your  Directors,  thus  keeping  us 
in  closer  touch  with  the  w'ishes,  ideas,  suggestions,  etc.,  of  the  physicians 
practicing  in  the  hospital,  and  w-e  w'ould  here  record  our  appreciation  of 
their  faithful  co-operation. 

In  the  Secretary’s  report  you  will  find  the  list  of  those  -wLo  diiring 
the  year  have  served  as  charity  physicians,  co-operating  with  the  hos- 
pital by  giving  of  their  time  and  skill  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering 
indigent  who  come  to  us.  We  are  grateful  to  these  physicians  and  ho[ic 
they  find  some  satisfaction  and  jirofit  in  the  ad\antages  the  hospital 
offers  for  their  i)n\ate  practice  and  in  the  knowdedge  that  they  are 
lending  material  help  in  the  charitable  work  of  the  community,  a seiw  ice 
of  high  merit  w'hich  cannot  be  measured  for  them  or  for  us  in  dollars 
and  cents. 

June  3rd,  1926,  there  came  to  us  from  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  Aliss  L. 
Mae  Priddle,  a graduate  of  Grant  AlacDonald  Training  School,  Toronto, 
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with  a record  of  affiliate  work  in  Bellevue  Hospital,  New  York,  Super- 
intendent at  Gladstone  General  Hospital,  Gladstone,  Man.,  and  nearly 
four  years  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  Des  Moines  General  Hospital,  Des 
Moines,  la.  (Her  leaving  Des  Moines  being  that  she  might  be  near 
her  mother). 

Miss  Priddle  had  been  with  us  only  two  or  three  weeks  when  our 
Superintendent,  !Miss  Hihna  Pearson,  took  a leave  of  absence  and  went 
to  Temple  University,  Philadelphia,  for  a course  in  hospital  manage- 
ment, leaving  Miss  Priddle  wfilh  a doubly  difficult  task  in  that  she  must 
not  only  act  as  superintendent,  but  must  also  conduct  affairs  so  far  as 
possible  in  accordance  with  Miss  Pearson’s  plans  and  purposes,  yet 
without  having  had  time  or  opportunity  to  ’oecome  familiar  wfith  these 
plans  and  purposes,  and  we  consider  the  degree  of  success  she  attained 
was  a noteworthy  achievement. 

In  September  jMiss  Pearson  tendered  her  resignation,  saying  she 
felt  she  wished  to  take  up  other  lines  of  work,  and  our  efforts  to  induce 
her  to  change  her  decision  proving  unavailing,  we  were  compelled,  re- 
gretfully, to  accept  her  resignation.  Miss  Priddle  consented  to  act  as 
superintendent  until  we  could  decide  on  a new  superintendent.  Decem- 
ber 1st  we  offered  her  the  position  and,  after  some  deliberation,  she 
accepted  and  since  then  has  been  meeting  problems,  difficult  situations, 
trying  conditions  wfith  fortitude,  conscientious  efficiency  and  a profes- 
sional loyalty  of  the  highest  order.  Too  much  cannot  be  said  of  the 
courage  and  self-sacrifice  shown  by  Miss  Priddle. 

Miss  Rhano  Beamish,  a graduate  of  Western  Training  School,  Tor- 
onto, for  two  years  assistant  and  acting  Superintendent  at  St.  Catherine’s 
General  Hospital,  St.  Catherines,  Ont.,  about  two  years  Charge  Nurse  of 
the  Obstetrical  Department  at  Homeopathic  Hospital,  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
some  time  in  private  nursing,  and,  just  previous  to  coming  here,  being  in 
charge  of  the  Out  Patient  Department  of  Western  Hospital,  Toronto, 
came  January  1st  to  su]>ervise  the  Alice  Wetmore  Jefferson  Memorial 
Maternity  Ward.  Her  wmrk  has  already  demonstrated  the  excellency 
of  her  training  and  her  fine  professional  spirit. 

We  are  using  every  effort  to  secure  an  instructress  of  nurses  and 
are  hopeful  that  the  position  may  be  filled  in  time  for  the  opening  of 
the  Training  School  in  September. 

Through  the  months  w^e  have  been  making  a persistent  effort  to 
secure  an  assistant  superintendent,  and  are  hopeful  that  the  present 
applicant.  Miss  Anna  Webley,  of  Fairmount  Hospital,  W.  Va.,  may  prove 
what  we  need  and  desire. 

In  August  Dr.  Dodge  resigned  as  Roentgenologist,  and  as  he  gave 
no  alternative,  there  was  nothing  for  us  to  do  but  accept  the  resig- 
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nation  and  apply  ourselves  to  the  task  of  filling  the  vacancy.  Corres- 
pondence was  carried  on  with  a nuniber  of  applicants,  and  finally  Dr. 
J.  S.  Bell,  then  of  Peoria,  111.,  was  asked  to  come  on  for  a personal 
interview.  Drs.  Robertson  and  Brown,  of  the  X-Ray  Committee,  and 
Dr.  Ball,  Chairman  of  the  iNfedical  Board,  met  with  your  president  in 
conference  with  Dr.  Bell  and  unanimously  advised  that  a contract  with 
him  be  closed.  Dr.  Bell  took  charge  of  the  X-Ray  and  clinical  labor- 
atories January  1st.  These  departments  are  maintained  simply  to 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  community,  therefore  it  is  a matter  of 
gratification  that  although  several  of  the  leading  physicians  have  their 
own  X-Ray  equipments,  there  is  sufficient  demand  for  our  ser\ice  to 
render  the  department  nearly  or  quite  self-supporting. 

In  February,  after  over  three  years’  service  as  accountant,  ]\Iiss 
Frances  M.  Schimmelfeng  resigned  her  position.  The  thorough  educa- 
tion, the  wide  experience,  the  broad  training  and  the  deep  interest  that 
Aliss  Schimmelfeng  brought  to  her  work,  to  which  she  added  unusual 
devotion  and  loyalty,  made  her  work  esjiecially  caluable. 

Again  we  are  indebted  to  IMr.  H.  B.  I^Ieachani  and  i\Ir.  A.  H.  Wick- 
strom  for  their  freely  rendered  service  as  auditors  and  would  here  record 
our  appreciation  of  the  careful,  skilled  attention  they  so  generously  gave 
our  books. 

In  behalf  of  your  Board  of  Directors  we  would  express  our  grateful 
appreciation  of  all  the  sympathetic,  friendly  co-operation  we  have  met 
during  the  past  year  from  physicians,  co-workers,  employees  and  all 
who  have  in  any  way  helped  carry  on. 

Naturally  the  changes  and  readjustments  incident  to  the  year  have 
not  been  helpful  to  the  morale  of  the  Training  School,  but  we  feel  we 
have  in  our  twenty-eight  pupil  nurses  and  the  five  who  were  graduated, 
a class  of  girls  who  can  and  will  be  a credit  to  themselves  and  to  the 
institution  that  gi'ves  them  their  training.  j\Iiss  Stebbins  completed 
her  second  year  as  instructress  and  then  resigned,  the  graduating  class 
having  been  under  her  tuition  for  the  two  years  and  being  the  best 
testimonial  to  her  efficiency. 

During  the  year  the  work  of  the  nurses  has  been  so  ])lanned  that 
groups  of  three  at  a time  have  gone  to  the  Western  Reserve  Training 
School  for  Nurses  for  special  training  in  pediatrics  and  contagious  dis- 
eases, and  we  feel  that  this  affiliation  with  such  a high  grade  educational 
institution  indicates  a marked  advance  in  the  standing  of  our  Training 
School. 

The  actual  nursing  part  of  the  work  has  been  somewhat  hampered 
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because  of  the  necessary  readjustment  incident  to  changes  in  superin- 
tendents, etc.,  and  the  difficulty  of  securing  just  the  right  teaching 
supervision  for  the  pupil  nurses  in  their  work,  and  also  because  there 
has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness  among  the  nurses,  due  to  a 
\ariety  of  causes.  All  these  difficulties,  however,  are  being  met  and  the 
promise  of  the  new  year  is  hopeful  and  encouraging.  Just  here  we 
would  record  our  appreciation  of  the  loyalty  of  those  who  recognized 
the  need  of  the  situation,  the  0])portunity  for  them  to  prove  their 
loyalty  and  lent  themselves  cordially  to  the  readjustments. 

By  the  courtesy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  First  iMethodist 
Church  we  were  permitted  to  hold  the  hospital  commencement  in  ihe 
I'ounders’  Hall  of  the  new  church,  June  2,  1927,  at  which  time  the 
hospital  diplomas  were  presented  to  Eleanor  B.  ^larker,  Esther  Mary 
Andersen,  Margaret  E.  Simmons,  Mildred  L.  Spade  and  Ethel  M. 
Anderson,  by  Dr.  O.  S.  Brown,  acting  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  M.  T. 
Smith,  Training  School  Physician  for  the  year;  and  the  pins  were  pre- 
sented by  ]\[rs.  Schimmclfeng,  chairman  of  the  Training  School  Com- 
mittee. Dr.  John  Parmenter,  of  Buffalo,  ga\e  a stirring  and  insjiiring 
address,  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  occasion  was  further  enhanced  by 
the  musical  numbers  rendered  by  Miss  Evelyn  Norlin,  with  Mrs.  Char- 
lotte Lohnes  as  accompanist. 

With  these  girls  of  our  twenty-fifth  class  go  our  best  wishces  and 
t)Ur  earnest  hope  that  to  them  the  diplomas  and  pins  may  not  be  badges 
of  i)ri\ilege  only,  but  emblems  of  service  also,  and  that  they  may 
manifest  their  appreciation  of  the  training  they  have  been  given  by  that 
faithful,  loyal  discharge  of  their  duties  which  shall  elevate  them  from 
the  realm  of  a job  to  that  of  a profession. 

No  rei)ort  of  the  year  in  the  Training  School  would  be  com])lete 
without  especial  mention  of  the  disinterested  kindness  of  Dr.  Howard 
Petry  of  the  State  Hospital,  who,  during  a j)eriod  of  eleven  weeks,  held 
an  average  of  two  classes  weekly  in  "Mental  and  Nervous  Diseases”. 
Dr.  Petry’s  eminent  teaching  ability  added  much  to  the  interest  of  his 
subject.  We  would  here  express  our  appreciation  of  and  gratitude  for 
this  freely  rendered  and  most  valuable  help. 

As  training  school  physician  Dr.  Smith  met  frequent  calls  with 
unvarying  readiness  and  symi)athy,  freely  giving  the  nurses  of  his  best 
attention. 

There  are  now  in  the  Training  School  twenty-eight  ]>upil  nurses, 
tw'o  of  whom  were  recently  admitted  to  the  probationary  ]>eriod. 

Finding  conditions  unjjromising  your  directors  were  compelled 
again  to  abandon  any  plans  for  enlarging  or  rebuilding  the  hospital.

but  this  does  not  mean  that  the  matter  is  forgotten,  on  the  contrary  it 
is  kept  before  us  and  suggestions,  ideas,  etc.,  are  being  filed  away  for 
future  reference  when  times  and  conditions  mat'  be  more  ausiiicious. 

As  usual  the  necessary  general  repairs  have  been  made  during  the 
year.  iMore  unusual  repairs  were  those  to  the  eaves  troughs  and  down 
spouting  of  the  Alice  Wetmore  Jeffierson  Alaternity  Ward  and  tlie 
shelter,  and  the  new  roof  placed  on  the  shelter.  A year  ago  Miss 
Pearson  transmitted  to  us  the  request  of  the  physicians,  esjiecially  the 
surgeons,  for  a shower  bath.  This  need  had  been  on  our  minds  for  a 
long  time  and  many  different  plans  had  been  considered  but  abandoned 
as  unfeasible,  until  our  accountant,  Aliss  Schimmelfeng,  had  the  happy 
idea  of  utilizing  a lavatory  and  store  closet  near  the  operating  room. 
As  soon  as  possible  the  ])artition  between  the  two  was  removed,  the 
floor  tiled  and  the  necessary  fittings  installed.  This  has  been  finished 
some  two  months  and  we  trust  the  jihysicians  are  finding  it  a con\  cni- 
ence  and  comfort. 

The  need  for  bath  rooms  without  any  utility  room  feature  becoming 
evident,  the  lockers  were  remo\ed  from  the  old  bath  room  in  the  pri\ate 
room  corridor  and  from  the  one  next  the  woman’s  ward.  These  bath 
rooms  were  then  tiled  and  fitted  up  and  are  now  adding  materially  to 
the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  jiatients. 

special  gift  from  Mr.  C.  Beckley  enabled  us  to  fit  up  the  old 
bath  room  next  the  men’s  ward,  as  a surgical  dressing  room,  making  the 
work  much  easier  and  more  sanitary  and  less  trying  to  the  patient  and 
to  the  other  patients  in  the  ward,  where  it  was  formerly  done.  Incident 
to  these  changes  were  rearrangements  of  the  lockers,  of  the  nurses 
desks;  new  lights  over  the  drug  closet,  etc.  The  lights  at  the  rcar 
entrance  being  much  the  worse  for  wear  they  were  replaced  by  new  ones 
of  simple  design. 

In  August  an  order  was  placed  with  the  Pickett  Hardware  Co.,  for 
seven  small  and  one  large  Frigidaire.  After  some  delay  these  were  in- 
stalled and  after  special  attention  from  a representati\e  of  the  Sub- 
urban Electric  Co.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Frigidaire  distributors,  were  finally  put 
in  running  order  and  have  been  in  use  since  January  1st.  So  far  the 
machines  have  manufactured  nearly  as  much  ice  as  is  needed  in  the 
hospital,  but  it  is  not  likely  they  can  meet  the  hot  weather  need. 

Early  in  the  summer  a new  telephone  switch  board,  with  sctcral 
additional  extensions  was  installed,  enabling  the  hospital  office  to  have 
better  control  of  the  use  of  the  telephone,  especially  for  toll  calls,  and 
saving  miles  of  walking  to  distant  wards,  etc.,  to  call  pco])lc. 

The  old  smoke  stack  on  the  laundry,  having  outli\ed  its  useftdncss. 
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was  replaced  by  a new  one,  to  the  ordering  of  which  Mr.  Schellhammer, 
with  his  customary  kindly  interest  in  all  pertaining  to  the  hospital,  gave 
his  personal  attention  that  we  might  have  the  best  obtainable,  hence 
we  are  hopeful  it  will  prove  more  durable  than  the  ordinary  steel  stack. 

So  far  as  possible  the  hospital  has  co-operated  in  the  crippled 
childrens  clinic,  but  with  one  or  two  exceptions  they  have  been  held  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  as  that  proved  best  adapted  to  the  need. 

November  13th  the  annual  Donation  Day  was  observed,  the  Boy 
Scouts  under  the  direction  of  klr.  F.  C.  Roud,  doing  valiant  service,  and 
not  only  was  the  hospital  larder  greatly  enriched  by  stores  of  jellies, 
pickles,  canned  fruits,  vegetables,  etc.,  but  a generous  sum  of  money 
was  also  received.  A full  list  of  these  and  of  other  donations  received 
during  the  year  will  be  found  listed  elsewhere. 

Tn  the  death  of  IMr.  John  W.  Campbell,  November  28th,  1926,  War- 
ren General  Hospital  was  called  to  mourn  the  loss  of  a friend,  and  in 
recording  our  grief  we  would  also  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
generous  bequest  which  evidenced  Mr.  Campbell’s  interest  in  our  work. 

In  January  the  customary  bill  was  introduced  in  the  legislature  and 
dul}'  signed  by  Governor  Fisher,  granting  Warren  General  Hospital 
stale  aid  at  the  rate  of  $2. .SO  per  day  for  charity  cases,  under  certain 
conditions,  up  to  $7,500.00  for  the  biennium.  We  are  grateful  not  only 
for  the  financial  aid,  but  also  for  the  quarterly  inspections  by  the  State 
Welfare  Department  reiiresenlative  and  by  the  Traveling  Auditor,  with 
the  constructive  criticism  and  helpful  advice  they  give. 

IMonday,  June  20th,  your  Board  of  Directors  entertained  the  Warren 
County  IMcdical  Society,  affording  them  the  use  of  the  class  room  in  the 
Henry  Home  for  their  regular  monthly  meeting  and  when  this  meeting 
closed,  joining  them  for  a short  session.  Your  president  made  a brief 
address  of  greeting,  to  which  Dr.  Ball,  vice-president  of  the  Society, 
and  acting  president  in  the  absence  of  Dr.  Briggs,  made  a short  reply. 
Adjournment  was  then  taken  to  the  nurses’  dining  room  where  a buffet 
supper  was  served,  under  the  direction  of  the  appointed  committee : 
Mrs.  Stone,  IMrs.  Smith  and  Mrs.  Hoff.  There  was  an  unusually  large 
attendance  of  the  physicians  and  they  expressed  cordial  ai>preciation  of 
the  hospitality  accorded  them. 

Pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  IMedical  Board  the  Directors  have 
taken  the  initiative  towards  a marked  change  in  the  organization  of  the 
hospital  by  having  your  board  of  directors  composed  of  both  men  and 
women  and  having  two  of  these  physicians.  The  approval  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Corporation  at  this  meeting  is  expected,  whereupon  the 
necessary  recision  of  the  charter  and  by-laws  will  be  made. 
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In  closing  this  report  rve  would  again  express  our  gratitude  for  and 
appreciation  of  all  the  faithful,  unselfish,  disinterested,  self-sacrifice  of 
doctors,  superintendent,  supervisors,  nurses,  employees  and  all  others 
which  has  contributed  to  such  success  as  the  year  has  shown  in  our 
work,  and  for  myself  I would  thank  these  friends  and  co-laborers  and 
also  my  coadjutors  on  the  board  whose  loyal  friendship  and  support  has 
been  my  support  and  stay  during  the  year. 

To  our  Heavenly  Father,  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift, 
Whose  wisdom,  grace  and  strength  have  been  our  guide  through  the 
year,  we  would  attribute  all  the  praise  and  all  the  glory.

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Secretary’s  Report 

1'he  last  Annual  Meeting  ol  the  Warren  General  Hospital  was  held 
I Line  29th,  1926,  at  which  time  directors  for  the  ensuing  year  were 
elected. 

Immediately  afterwards,  the  Board  of  Directors  met  and  elected 
the  following  officers:  Mrs.  F.  C.  Eaton,  President;  Mrs.  Chas.  Schim- 

melfeng.  Vice  President;  iMrs.  H.  H.  McConnell,  Treasurer;  and  i\Irs. 
M.  J.  Beaty,  Secretary.  The  various  advisory  boards  and  special  com- 
mittees for  the  coming  year  were  also  appointed  at  this  time. 

There  were  twelve  regular  and  eleven  special  meetings  held  during 
the  year.  The  F'inance  Committee  held  frequent  meetings  during  the 
year,  looking  after  our  in^’estments. 

The  Legislature  granted  to  the  Hospital  an  appropriation  of  $7,500.00 
for  the  biennium,  June,  1927,  to  June,  1929  -- an  increase  of  a thousand 
dollars. 

Donation  Day  was  obser\ed  as  usual  in  November  and  we  were 
given  many  delicious  jellies,  canned  goods  and  ''•egetables  from  the 
people  of  Warren  and  vicinity.  A generous  amount  of  money  was  also 
given.  For  all  of  these  things,  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

Looking  (jver  the  Superintendent’s  Report,  there  are  many  items 
of  interest  and  imjiortance  to  be  noted.  There  were  307  more  patients 
admitted  than  last  year.  There  were  .993  operations  --  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  208  over  last  year.  There  were  135  more  ward  patients  ad- 
mitted, but  340  less  ward  days’  care  than  last  year.  Other  than  this 
item,  there  is  an  increase  in  all  departments  of  the  Hospital.  There 
were  111  more  patients  from  out  of  the  Borough,  cared  for  than  last 
year.  'That  the  work  of  our  hospital  is  constantly  increasing  is  manifest, 
and  during  the  winter  months  it  was  very  apparent  that  our  hospital 
must  be  enlarged.  Another  operating  room  is  one  of  our  first  needs. 

Tlie  twenty-fifth  class  to  graduate  from  the  Training  School  for 
Nurses  held  their  commencement  exercises  June  2d,  in  the  First  Metho- 
dist Church,  when  five  nurses  received  their  diplomas  and  pins.  Dr. 
John  Parmeter,  of  Buffalo,  delivered  the  commencement  address. 

No  report  would  be  complete  unless  mention  was  made  of  the 
interest  in  the  services  rendered  the  hospital  by  the  physicians  serving 
this  community.  They  have  given  cheerfully  of  their  time,  knowledge 
and  skill  and  we  feel  that  we  should  record  our  apipreciation  of  these 
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services.  The  physicians  who  served  as  service  doctors  and  their  time 
of  serx  ice  are  as  follows ;

June  1st,  1927 

In  presenting  this,  my  first  annual  report  of  j’our  Training  School 
for  Nurses,  I am  afforded  a peculiar  joy  and  real  satisfaction  in  being 
able  to  express  not  only  my  own  sentiments,  but  also  the  feeling  of  the 
school  and  nursing  staff. 

Permit  me  the  jirivilege  of  cxi>ressing  my  personal  apj)reciation  of 
the  splendid,  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the  student  body  in  spite 
of  the  unavoidable  disturbing  changes  in  the  nursing  staff,  which  has 
rendered  the  year  exceedingly  strenuous  and  difficult — especially  tor  our 
student  nurses.  We  desire  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Doctors  and 
to  the  supervisors  who  have  helped  so  nobly  in  the  class  roont  and  in 
cases  of  illness. 

We  also  wish  to  assure  the  Board  of  Directors  of  our  deej)cst 
appreciation  for  their  wise  consideration,  their  personal  interest  and 
their  thoughtfulness  in  rendering  the  work  more  pleasant  and  efficient 
through  the  very  splendid  improvements  made  possible  throughout  the 
year. 

We  would  e.xpress  our  thanks  to  iUrs.  Partridge  for  her  thoughtful- 
ness in  arranging  several  delightful  theatre  jiarties,  to  the  donor  of 
the  radio,  and  to  Mr.  Hazeltine  for  jiro\iding  a tennis  court.  These 
kindly  considerations  have  wonderfully  helped  to  transform  duty  into 
privilege  of  ser\icc  and  to  brighten  the  ])athway  for  us  all.

GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS 
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Gifts  and  Bequests  for  the  W arren 
General  Hospital 

Incorporated  March  25,  1898 

All  checks  or  property  gifts  for  this  institution  should  be  sent 
direct  to  the  hospital  c>r  they  may  be  received  by  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

The  donor  should  state  distinctly  whether  he  wishes  his  gift  to  be 
used  for  present  indebtedness,  or  to  be  added  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  of  the  hospital,  for  the  endowment  of  a bed,  or  for  some 
other  special  department  of  the  hospital. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  bequests  be  made  out  in  the  coriiorate 
name  of  “The  \\'arren  General  Hosi)ital  of  Warren,  Warren  County, 
Pennsylvania,”  and  it  should  be  distinctly  stated  if  it  is  desired  that 
they  should  be  devoted  to  any  particular  department  or  added  to  any 
particular  fund  of  the  hospital. 

If  no  special  object  is  mentioned,  the  directors  will  assume  that  the 
donor  intends  his  gift  to  be  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  in 
such  manner  as  the  directors  deem  most  necessary  and  ad\isable. 

Endowments 

Hospital  authorities  ha\e  stated — “It  is  manifestly  absurd  to  tell  the 
public  that  a bed  can  be  endowed  for  a sunr  that  will  not  draw  sufficient 
interest,  when  conservati\'ely  invested,  to  meet  the  per  capita  cost  of 
maintenance  for  the  period  covered  by  the  endowment.” 

The  following  forms  of  endowments  have  been  based  on  the  per 
capita  cost  for  the  year  ending  June  1,  1917.  Year  endowments  arc 
meant  to  cover  the  twch  e months  following  the  date  of  iiayment. 


Beds 

Open  Wards. 

One  year,  giving  twenty  weeks’  free  service $ 300.00 

In  perpetuity,  twenty  weeks'  free  service  each  year 8,000.00 

Semi-Private  Wards. 

One  year,  giving  twenty  weeks’  free  service 400.00 

In  perpetuity,  twenty  weeks’  free  service  each  year 9,000.00 

Private  Rooms. 

One  year,  giving  twenty  weeks’  free  serricc .500.00 

In  perpetuity,  twenty  weeks’  free  service  each  year 10,000.00 
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Rooms 

Prixate  rooms,  if  available,  may  be  named  and  endowed  under  the 
following  terms  : 

(a)  Private  rooms  may  be  named  and  furnished  upon  pay- 
ment of  $300  for  this  purpose,  and  may  be  retained  as  long'  as 
the  donors  provide  properly  for  their  upkeep.  No  free  service  is 
given,  but  when  the  donor  is  an  individual,  service  at  cost  will 
be  granted.  If  the  room  is  furnished  but  not  maintained,  the 
Board  of  Directors  may,  after  five  years,  give  the  room  to  another. 

(b)  Private  rooms  may  be  named  and  furnished  for  a period 
of  ten  years  upon  payment  of  $1,000  for  furnishing  and  upkeep. 
This  form  of  endowment  by  an  indixidual,  grants  service  at  cost 
to  any  member  of  the  donor’s  immediate  family. 

(c)  Private  rooms  named  and  furnished  upon  payment  of  $300 
may  be  endow^ed  in  perpetuity,  upon  payment  of  $2,000.  This 
form  of  endowment  by  an  individual  grants  service  at  cost  to 
any  member  of  the  donor's  immediate  family. 

(d)  Prixate  rooms,  with  ten  week’s  free  serxice  each  year, 
may  be  named  and  endowed  in  perpetuity  upon  payment  of 
$5,000,  or  w’ith  twenty  w’eek’s  free  serx-ice  for  $10,000. 

4'he  right  to  name  the  occupant  of  a free  bed  or  room  shall  belong 
to  the  donor,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  hospital  for  the 
admission  of  patients.  The  donor  may,  if  desired,  a])point  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  others  as  successors  to  the  right  of  nomination  of  such 
occupancy. 

Donors  shall  not  be  i)ermitted  to  designate  any  particular  bed  for 
occupancy  by  their  beneficiary,  exce])t  in  the  case  of  a private  room 
endow'ment  when  said  private  room  is  vacant  at  the  time  of  application. 
The  Superintendent  wdll  designate  the  bed  to  be  occupied. 

Service  under  bed  and  room  endowunents  include  all  regular  hospital 
treatment  and  care,  ordinary  medicines  carried  by  the  hospital,  dressing 
and  operating  room  service.  The  donor  or  patient  must  arrange  for 
medical  or  surgical  attendance,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  hospital. 

If,  during  any  year,  a perpetual  endowment  yields  more  or  less  than 
the  average  cost  of  maintenance,  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the 
right  to  increase  or  reduce  proportionately  the  time  during  which  a bed 
may  be  occupied. 

Endowment  funds  not  already  invested  by  the  donor,  will  be  invested 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  reliable  securities  recommended  by  the 
sound  judgment  of  the  Investment  Committee. 

For  information  regarding  particular  needs  of  the  hospital,  inquire 
of  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Superintendent.

Gifts  and  Bequests  for  the 
Warren  General  Hospital 

Incorporated  March  25,  1898 


All  checks  or  property  gifts  for  this  institution 
should  be  sent  direct  to  the  hospital  or  they  may  be 
received  by  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

The  donor  should  state  distinctly  whether  he 
wishes  his  gift  to  be  used  for  present  indebtedness, 
or  to  be  added  to  the  permeinent  Endowment  Fund 
of  the  hospit2d  for  the  endowment  of  a bed  or  for 
some  other  special  department  of  the  hospital. 

Care  should  be  taken  that  bequests  be  made  out 
in  the  corporate  name  of  “The  Warren  General 
Hospital,  of  Warren,  Warren  County,  Pennsylvania,’” 
and  it  should  be  distinctly  stated  if  it  is  desired  that 
they  should  be  devoted  to  any  particular  department 
or  added  to  any  particular  fund  of  the  hospital. 

If  no  special  object  is  mentioned,  the  Directors  will 
assume  that  the  donor  intends  his  gift  to  be  expended 
for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  in  such  manner  as  the 
Directors  deem  most  necessary  and  advisable.
